With tho religious teoots associated with 
tho name of General Booth, wo are not concerned. Enough 
to say that oven. these, to many and many a perishing soul 
have been like a cable seized by drowning men. Faith .at least as a new 
possession; hope as vital energy; charity n* a fonder and uiieudlitg duty 
— thcae three of the eternal and universal virtues,, without which all else 
Iss. rain, have bt-sn given again to tens of thousands not readied by any 
other ministering agency, who, well nigh despairing of this world and the 
nest, had almost resigned themselves to shik, and expected tho seas 
of fate to close over their beads. Yet not on these things have we laid 
stress, for they belong to those offices of truo religion wblcb all com- 
munions claim. We have rather ..welt upon that aspect of tho . organisa- 
tion of rescue In which no other religious or secular body attempts, or 
can pretend to compete with It — Its comprehensiveness and efficiency as 
a means of social redemption. Not merely does It seek to mitigate Im- 
mediate suffering and disease. It labours to prevent them whore posslhle, 
and, where not, to build up sound moral and physical tissue. ■ It works 
as toe physician works, to restore, if need be, little by little, tho full 
human vigour of f.aine and mind and heart, The Salvation Army In this 
business knows nothing of that typical spirit of "Caste" which is by no 
means confined to Asia, For It-no human being is "untouchable." It 
devotes Itself by preference to the poorest of the poor, often as we have 
dwelt, and may again, upon the various special departments of The Salva- 
tion Array's Social activity, and although we have before had the satis- 
faction; of Inducing many readers of all creeds to aid General Booth and 
bis people In the cause that Is common to "s all, we havo never yet called 
attention to an appeal more powerful and direct than i g mode In- tbls case' 
$oV<fof more urgent and pitiful purpose. We may be told that no matter 
hop Sitter the need, no new entreaty, oan hope to have effect. It will he 
Bald that the Patience and the means of the moro comfortable classes are 
alBte exhausted. That is not truo. Wo dnre not let <t be true. If char- 
ity were to deoay while misery accumulated, our civilisation would not 
deserve to exist, nor, Jn tbo long run would even tho toner pnrt of dem- 
ocracy care to sustain it under such conditions, if human brotherhood Is 
utlli not a real bond In human socloty no other tic will stand. 

The call of charity must \> raised from time to time whllo the poor 
are with us, an<t It must he heard. Let any man Judge of tho facts. Do 
we reaHae tfbB' Is tho nature of winter? Do we conceive what winter 
means to Iflodon ana In other great cities? Do we understand for a mo- 
ment haw tremendous, bow ruthless, 1 B the periodic transformation in 
social conditions that comes about when the biting weather takes wretch- 
edness la It's grip? When we speak of the rigours of winter, wo Imagine 
scenes of Arctic severity. They ore nothing by cnmpnrlKcn, In l«y soli- 
tudes, either life Is not, or man has adjusted himself lo his environment. 
The Eskimos sro, on the average, hctter fed, better clad, butler sheltered 
than the majority of that pert of Tendon poor plunged Into chronic pov- 
eity. For-tbom winter Is a word of fear—well if It l» not the word of 
destruction. If body and BOUl are to be kept together, expenses arise. 
Yet, the total of earnings munt diminish. The building tradOB, for Instance, 
contract. Much casual labour, even In perloils comparatively prosperous 
foi the rest of tbo twelvemonth, Is thrown at this season upon the 
HtreetH. Through the tMn rags uuil tatters that served In summer, how- 
cvor dlsreputablo to the sight, now cuts the cold. The minimum of fond 
•that sufficed in the wnrm weather, tvlll inot of Itself keep off starvation 
now. The children wither. Their blue hands and feet ami famished fno"3 
tell of sufferings In a civilised city an grim ns any Arelle explorer evr-r 
dared, if he lived to tell the tale. Yet these little ones are not spared, 
though the oautlng voices of complacent politicians ail tho air with 
pralDCB of the reign of plenty. When winter searches and slrikou, where 
Is the firing In tbo grate to corao from, whence the food to sustain even 
a thin Dame of vitality, whence tho clothing and tho shoes? In many 
ruses the eu&orero mope alone In their wretched rooms. They have not 
the spirit ttor the strength, and, porhapa, not rugs enough, to seek abroad 
even the help that the Btato provides; and so It comes that, If it were 
not for prlvato charity diligently Becking- out the worst cases, there would 
be oftentimes no help for dying men and ailing women, or tho baby at 
(lie br«ast, None lov tuuaoiated frames preyed upon by disease. And in- 
eanreaslbl^ horrors exist not becauau of litck of feeling among the well-to- 
do, but through the want Of Imflfilautlou In us all. What the eyo dons not 
see the feGart does not grieve at, It Is a commonplace maxim, yet ter- 
rible ini.tha extent of Its ujualld and

Bight oE suffering and pain. Wounds and laceration o;i the battlefield lei! 
tf.Clr 'ale. They call instantly for help. It would be refused by no one 
who could give it. Who, rinding a starving man in the waste, would not 
give food? Who. uuuiug human beings perish of thirst, would not bring 
water? Who, finding a single human being covered with but thin rags 
amid winter in the wilds, would not :it once h"!p '-a provide fit ilolbinB': 
Let an accident occur in (he factory, in the street. In any form that in 
sufficiently exceptional, and if w fc are arc near, we spring to the aid of 
the victims. Yet, what is even the breaking of a limb of .-in ordinary 
wound, compared with the slew grinding bitti-mess of coM and hunger, 
felt day by day in every weakening fibre, until existence is extinguished 
or debased for ever, and the physical and moral powers that alone maliv 
life worth living are gnawed away. We have abolished torture for crim- 
inals. Have we aboiisbed it, then, fo r the crimeless? is there uo torture 
every day in modern London for Jumdreds, thousands, whose fate ia tioi 
their own making? Is there no torture for women and children even? 
We leave the question to those- vbo may dare to answer it. 

And If euCh Uiings are tree of ordinan winters, what of this one? 
Unemployment Is at a figure rarely reached. Ail the causes of social 
desolation are intensified. The Salvation Army's appeal tells or the con- 
sequences. We cannot better its words The personal reports of Gener- 
al Booth's Officers are summarised. They Know the chart or London pov- 
erty. They speak first ot the children. 'Try to imagine the dire condi- 
tion 0* thc-so tiny iiiiirs a: -.bis bitter wintry weather — without proper 
home to shelter them, wit&out sufficient ciolbiag to cover them, lacking 
the food to nourish them, or, indeed to keep them alive." And, If we 
speak ol "An Englishman's Home" what. In many cases, Is It? "A squal 
Id apartment, reached, perhaps, oy a dilapidated staircase from an evil 
-smelling court or alley; no furniture of any sort, that you can discover 
In the cheerless gloom of Uae waning day; no bed worth tie name — only 
a pile of rags or sacking In 3 comer; aoiiber fine nor fuel." Yet snch a 
shelter as this would appear home Indeed, to those who have no roar 
above their heads. These are the social ghosts or our civiltsatiou, tlic 
pinched waifs, the living spectres, the sodden incapables, the thOEc less 
happy,. who, uot yet having reaefced the uttermost depths of degradation, 
can still feci. They who conch on the Etiiuaniuneat in ihe dead ot winter, 
or shuffle drearily through wet nights. "These are the dejected aufl home- 
less, the weary and footsore wanderers, hundreds of whom, men and wo- 
men, can be seen in the early honra of any morning ravenously devour- 
ing the bowl of hot sonp and the huneh of bread wblcb The Salvation 
Army provides for them." With all these things and worse, the vast 
agency called into existence by the organising genius of one man's con- 
suming zeal and irresistible energy endeavours to grapple. Without the 
sinews of war cannot fight to win. Money has come already. His 
Majesty ta.™ King, has set ihe s«u «i Iris approval oa the aims of The 
Army, by a donation of £100. and his subjects cannot fail to follow him 
once more in a campaign oZ beneficence. But let the ■ response b; as 
generous as it may, tnere will not be eatragb; and, spent In this way. let 
there be no mlslalie alraot it, money means the root of all goad. Odd 
shillings, odd coppers, lightly spent by those whose m:nds are not awak* 
to the world's frightful realities, would inean, tf debited to Jitimanc pnv 
I loses — food, clothing, shelter, Sting — renewed Iso-i* sod e-icrK5". tho re 
spite of the innocents from the drill massacre or d&53y starvation — tin- 
whole difference between, tolerable life and l:vhuc death or ihi» ir.imt'dizt, 
grave.

Preventable BUslness. 

In a pamphlet recently IsBued by 
the New York Association for the 
Blind, the statement Is made that one- 
quarter o£ all the blind children in 
all the blind schools of the country, 
are unnecessarily blind. They have 
been doomed to lifelong darkness, be- 
cause at the time of their birth their 
eyes were not properly aUende.l to. 
A disease known ay Opllmlmia Neon- 
atorum threatens the eyea of newly 
bom Infants, and It lion been dis- 
covered that a two per tent, solution 
of mltrate of silver dropped Into each 
eye will destroy the germs of th's 
disease wltnout Injuring the sight. 
If such a simple precaution will pre- 
vent blindness ond avert life-long 
suffering, It Is worlhy ot bent- 
brought to the attention of all par 
ents. In the (Jlrectlo-ja given for the 
care of the Infant's eyes the pnmph- 
Jfi recommends I he careful cleaning 
of the baby's eyelids,, immediately 
after birth, ubsorhent cotton being 
used on a soft linen cloth, and warm 
water that has ijeeji bo'lcd, or boric 
aeld eolation, 

£aeh time that the child la bathed 
tho eyes should first be wiped clean 
with boric acid solution, and every- 
thing brought near the eyes of the 
child must be absolutely clean. 

If the eyel'ds ot the child should 
become red and swollen, or gummed 
nleng their hordem when the child 
sleeps, or if mattery discharge is 
mixed wit]) the tears, an oculist or 
physician should be consulted, 01 tho 
child takea to) the nearest dispen- 
sary. Each hour ot delay adds to the 
danger.

About Wsddlag Customs. 

Those who witness Army wedding!.' 
cannot help but note the absence of 
various ■uistoms which are usually 
assoclatcl with such ceremonies, such 
as scnti'Tlng rfce, throwing shoes, 
wearing veils and orange blossoms, 
etc. In The Army we a'm nt sim- 
plicity, and think it la not wise to 
encourage the keeping up ot old cus- 
toms which havo been hnnded down 
from the dim and shady past, ninny 
of them originating from heathenish 
superstition!!. Tho cuBtom of throw- 
ing a shuwer of rice over newly- 
wedded , couples, for Instnnco, comes 
to ub from India, and originated in 
tho Idea that rice signifies fecundity. 
The Hindoo bridegroom, nt the rinse 
of tho marriage ceremony, throws 
threo hnndfuls of rico ovor the bride, 
and bile repl'eit by throwing the snnie 
over him. The "old shoo" custom is 
gencrnlly supposed to comu from the 
llebrews, and Is supposed to. have 
■ Originally Implied that tho parents of 
' tho hrldu gave up all authority over 
her, Orange blossoms were worn fey 
brides among tho Saracens because 
they wero held to symbollao fruitful- 
ncss, while tho use of the bridal veil 
Is a relic Of the far-off llmo when tho 
husband was not allowed to see his 
bride's face till after marrlnee The 
pretty symbolism of those customs Is 
lost sight of, however, mid their con- 
tinuation often borders on tho rldlc- 
uluus, and opens the duor for much 
unseemly conduct, So It is time they 
ceased, 

One custom wo have retained, how- 
ever, Is that of tbe wedding ring, and 
everyone understands that it Is a 
pledge of loyalty, Perhaps there are
